LEGISLATION ON AUTO- 
MOBILE BRAKES 


A paper prepared by E. H. Lock- 
wood and H. W. Best of the Shef- 
field Scientific School, Yale Uni- 
versity, took up present day lIeg- 
islation in regard to automobile 
brakes. In this paper, which was 
presented at the chassis session 
this morning. Messrs. Lockwood 
and Best called attention to the 
fact that legislation has not kept 
pace with the strides made in au- 


tomobile brake design and that, 
as a consequence, existing laws, 


when made, were applicable to the 
old two-wheel braking system and 
are not suited to present day sys- 
tems. 


| W. Best of the Sheffield Scientific | 
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also outline the development of 
| brakes on the modern cars. 
| A new law which has been drafted 
|is quoted as follows: “Every motor 
vehicle operated in or upon any high- 
| way in this state shall be equipped 
with brakes adequate to control the 
movement of. and stop such vehicle. 
| Every automobile so operated shall 
be equipped with at least two brak- 
ing systems, with two separat® 
means of application each operat- 
ing on at least two wheels and each 
of which shall suffice to stop the 
vehicle within a proper distance. If 
these two systems are connected in 
any way. they shall be so construct- 
‘ed that failure of any one part of 
the operating mechanism shall not 
leave the automobile without brake: 
on Jeast two wheels 

“One of these systems shall be 
constructed that it can be to 
hold the vehicle All such brakes 
shall be in good working order and 
Shall conform to regulations not in-

consistent with this act to be pro- 
mulgated by the commissioner of 
motor vehicles Every motorcycle 
shal] be provided with at least one 
brake. which may be operated by 
hand or foot 

The authors list five factors which 
they consider contribute most t 
safety in the use of automobile 
brakes They are To provide for 
stopping in the shortest possible 
distance without dangerous  skid- 
ding. t have a suitable set ofl 
brakes for holdings the vehicle 
Stationary. to build brake mechan- 
isms so that a fracture or separa- 
tion of working parts will be prac- 
tically impossible. to have conveni- 
ent means of adjustment so that 
the injurious effects of wear can be 
removed promptly. to protect parts 


against impairment of effectiveness 
by weather. The authors point out 
that brakes so constructed would be 
safe at all times and could be con- 
structed so that dual operation of 
, the same set of brakes could be af- 
forded without having a duplicate 
set of brakes 


In this connection they feel that 
while the proposed law, quoted 
above, has some very admirable 
features, there is certain ambiguity 
in its construction which may result 
in its being construed as meaning 
two entirely independent braking 
systems, in which case the law 
would have the same effect as some 
of the old laws now on the statute 
books which have been found un- 
uited to the present situation.

Chassis, Transmission, Foreign Sessions 


| EUROPEAN ROADS AND 
AMERICAN CARS 


Tore Franzen of the Detroit 
Steel Products Company submit- 
ted an exceptionally timely paper 
on European roads and their re- 
lation to American passenger car 
design. Mr. Franzen finds that 
there are two distinct types of 
motorists in Europe. One type of 
the sporting man who drives his 
own car at high speeds over the 


} 


rough and ~poorly maintained 
roads. This man cares little or 
nothing for the smoothness of 
his ride, but dees object to the 


car bottoming or striking through, 
so that the frame strikes the 
axles. The larger class of Euro- 
pean riders are those who prefer 
te ride in comfort and whose cars 
are driven by chauffeurs. This 
class often use low tire pressures, 
which, according to Mr. Franzen, 
increases shimmying in the front 
end. 

Another factor contributing to the 
complaints of spring failures which 
sometimes arise in the export mar- 
kets. Mr. Franzen says, is that in an 
effort to obtain quietness of opera- 


tion in the higher priced cars. the 
springs and shock absorbers are 
often overoiled, which results in 
striking through. He points out that 
stiffer springs are the obvious pre- 
ventive in this case In the other 
case, he recommends the develop- 
ment of a special suspension that 
would be somewhat different than 
the present American practice. Par- 


ticular attention, he said, should be 
paid to making shock absorbers that 
ire fool-proof, quiet and effective 


Mr. Franzen believes that the war. 
and other causes. have contributed 
to the general disorganization of 


continental road programs. and as a 
result roads in Europe have suffered 
to the extent that the average 
American road is far in advance of 
the roads in continental countries. 
In many sections the maintenance 
of the roadway rests with the peas- 
ant owning the property adjacent to 
it. In this way each peasant offers 
the motorist a sample of his idea 
of the very best highway obtainable. 


While any one of these sections 
might be desirable as a motorway, 
Mr. Franzen says, some very com- 
plicated situations arise when they 
are all linked together into one 
main traffic artery 

However, the situation as to the 
building and maintenance of Euro- 
pean roads is not one that can be 
readily remedied by American man- 
ufacturers, and the only course left
